George J. Gould, 
who 
died in 


'J923, and his brothers, Howard and 
Edwin, and their sister, Mrs. Finley 
J. 
Shepherd, the former Helen 


Gould, all trustees, ivere adjudged 
equally responsible for 'all leases 
resulting from the mismanagement 
of the property ofthe estate." In- 
cluding- the loss of the Missouri Pa - 
ciflc railroad in the financial battle 
with E. H. Harriman. 


George .7. Gould 
Teas 
charged 


with fniploying- the funds of the 
estate with h:s own investments. 
All four trustee^ wc-re held jointly 
liable for failure to estate the nix 
separate trust funds directed in Jay 
Gould's will. 


''The only exception t" .such joint 


liability,'' vvroto Afr. O'Gorman, 'is 
jn instances where George received 
and retained secret pronls.' 


Family Affairs Revealed. 


Chapters In the financing of rail- 
roads and of corporations and even 
family affairs of the Goulds'were 
revealed during- the litigation. One 
phase of the case involved three 
children of George J. Gould by his 
second marriage. 
T_.ast !May, the 


referee ruled that 
those 
chHdrcn 


could not share in the trust fund. 


In his present finding-, Mr. O'Gor- 


man directed that 6 per cent inter- 
est be paid on tho J623.42B commis- 
sion which George J. Gould drew 
as commissioner on tho sale of one 
railroad company. 
The sum was 


paid into tho estate eighteen years j 
after the transactions. 
Tho referee recommended that 


the application of Edwin Gould to 
resign as trustee be granted.

are turned on at dusk and allowed 
to lemaln on for the length of time 
desired. Then, by the iwe of dim- 
mers, the pullets are forced to the 
roosts, with a crop full of feed. Au- 
tomatic alarm clock switches are 
available from some of the poultry 
supply houses at a nominal sum 
"Birds under lights should 
be 
sorted and put together according 
to age, conditions, and laying abil- 
ity. 
Pullets of various ages and 
qualities, and hens should be out 
in different^ flocks. These differ- 
ent agres recfulre separate treatment 
and it is best to sort them so that 
they are uniform. The lighting of 
cull pullets and hens which have 
no capacity 
for production 
will 
not be profitable and is not recom- 
mended. When hens are lighted, H 
is best to wait until January 1 and 
then lengthen the day gradually 
Some poultry men are 
confident 
that lighting Is even practical for 
breeding stock if used with discre- 
tion, probably not to exceed 
an 


eleven-hour day."

SOME KXEKCISES FOR THE ABDOMINAL WALL. 


Mrs. 51.—Where there is no organic disease as the cause of painfu 
menstruation, it may be cured by tho prevention of constipation, and the 
practice of exercises which develop the abdominal wall and the back 
These exercises hava to be taken every day, including: tho 
menstrual 


period days. Here aro sonic your daughter might try: 
First standing with hands on hips, feet parallel, toes pointing for- 


ward. Bend right kr.ee quickly to chest. Replace. Bend left knee to 
chest, and alternate in tins ina'iiner for £0 times. 
Second: 
Sitting1 astride a chair or stool, hands resting on thighs, 


body bent forward, back flat, move trunk to left, upward, to right and 
down, making a complete circle. Continue for five times without stop- 
ping. Then repeat circling to right for five times without stopping. 


Third: 
Lying 0:1 back on bed or floor, legs straight, arms folded 


loosely across"abdomen. Bend right knee quickly to chest. 
Replace. 


Repeat, bending- left knee. Alternate "20 times. 


These exercises were taught in the Department of Education at the 
Mississippi State College for Women. 
I sot the data from a paper 


written by Doctor Irene, Fatherree. 
The exercises recommended highly by Dr. Clelia Mosher is as follows: 
While lying on bed in tire nightgown, the knees are drawn up and the 
arms placed to the side to secure perfect relaxation. One hand rests on 
the abdomen without exerting any pressure. The exercise is to see how 
high the hand can be lifted by the abdominal wall without straining-, 
and then to see how far the hand will be lowered by the contraction of 
the abdominal muscles. This exercise is repeated 10 times night and 
morning in a well ventilated room. The.movements must be smooth and 
rhythmical and must be continued for a considerable length of time, tor 
it is not until the muscles are developed that; any marked results can be

OAT MILK ANEMIA 
Miss C.—Goat milk has been highly tought of because it is free from 


tuberculosis germs, and in some cases it seems to agree with babies more 
than cow's milk. However, it does not always agree. In fact. It some- 
times produces an anemia. 


Of course, an exclusive cow's milk diet carried beyond the time when 


children should be receiving solid foods, will also produce an anemia be- 
cause milk is comparatively low in iron. But it has been found that 
goats milk may produce a rather characteristic anemia in children and 
jabies. The occurence of this.anemia has stimulated a great amount of 
study on the subject, and through some animal experiments it was 
found that the anemia producing- factor was present in the fat or .cream 
or the milk.

WHEN THROWING FORWARD 


PASS 
* 


The forward passer must awlays 
throw the ball so the runner has tu 
take it high and at top speed. That 
is to prevent a pass being inter- 
cepted. 
The one other point the 
passer must be careful to do tcor- 
rectly is to feed the ball to the re- 
ceiver on the side which he is fac- 
ing as he runs. 


The illustration on the left above 
shows the receiver about to catch 
a pass that has been thrown to him 
in the right way. Had 
it been 


thrown to his other side he would 
have to make a half turji to reach 
it, and it is very doubtful if ho 
would be able to catch it, as he- 
would lose all sight of it when turn- 
ing. In other words, his back would 
be toward the ball and it would be 
quite difficult for him to turn and 
catch it. 
Furthermore, -a turn of 
this kind checks the speed of the 
receiver.
